More than four months ago the building 
began supplanting its hydraulic apparatus 
with electric. The Otis Elevator company 
has been doing the work. The Machinists’ 
union has decreed that only a machinist may 
dismantle machinery, and because the eleva- 
tor workers were using wrenches and other 
tools the unionists remonstrated. 


Sluggers Arrive in Autos. 
It was shortly after 1 o'clock when two 
automobiles drew up near the building. A 
dozen or more well dressed strangers alighted 
and descended to the section of the big engine 
room where the elevator workers were busy.

“paps” and revolvers rushed the working 
men.

Capital Goes Into Mourning: 
Coronation Ceremonies 
May Be Postponed. 


TOKIO, April 9.—The Dowager Empress 
Haruko died at the imperial villa at Namasu 
today. She had been suffering for a con- 
" giderabdle period from angina pectoris, but 

| the official diagnosis declared that Bright's 
dense was the direct cause of her death. 

Her majesty passed away suddenly in the 
presence of Emperor Yoshihito, the em- 
press, and the other members of the royal 
family, who had been summoned from the 
capital. The emperor and empress and their 
alia returned to Tokio this evening. They 
pad made only a brief stay at Namazu, 
where they prayed for an hour in the death 
chamber. 


Oapital Goes Into Mourning. 

Following the usual custom in the case of 
the death of a member of the imperial fam- 
fly, the official announcement of the event 
wi not be made until the body has been 
transferred to the capital. This is expected 
te take place tomorrow. 

All the theaters have been closed and en- 
tertainments canceled, and it is considered 
probable that the emperor's coronation, 
which had been arranged for Nov. 10, will 
be postponed. 

The ministerial crisis was cast into the 
background by the death of the dowager em- 
press and the new cabinet has not yet been 
formed. The court officials proceeded im- 
mediately to make arrangements for the 
state funeral. 


Gaw Japan Become World Power. 

The Dowager Empress Haruko was the 
widow of Emperor Mutsuhito, who died on 
July 80, 1012. She was born on May 238, 
1850, and was the daughter of a nobleman, 
Ichijo Tadado. In 1865 she became the wife 
of the late emperor and was declared em- 
press. 

Empress Haruko passed through the 
troubled period of the transformation of 
Japan and watched with curious interest 
the opening of the country to foreign com- 
merce and ifs adoption of western civiliza- 
tion. She awaited in the imperial palace

Former Bay State Executive 
Succumbs to Paralysis at 
Greenville, S. C.

BECAME ILL ON TUESDAY. 
| 


Was Prominent in Industrial and 
Political Life of Massachu- 
setts and Nation. 


Greenville, S. C., April 9.—Eben . Draper, 
| former governor of Massachusetts, died 
here late today. Mr. Draper was stricken 
with paralysis here Tuesday. 

His condition had been serious from the 
| time of the attack: Hie entire left side was 
affected. In addition to physicians here and 
from Atlanta, two doctors from Boston were 
summoned yesterday. 

Mr. Draper was stricken at a hotel here 
a few hours after his arrival on his way home 
from a trip to Florida and Cuba. As soon 
as his condition wag noted telegrapms were 
sent to members of his family in Magsachu- 
setts, summoning them to his bedside. They 
arrived today. 


Prominent in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Draper was prominent in both the in- 
dustrial and political life of Massachusetts. 
Previous to his election as governor of Mas- 
sachusette in 1900 he served as lieutenant 
governor from 1906 to 100 He was governor 
from 1909 to 1911. Mr. Draper was a Re- 
publican. 

In 1802 he was W chairman of the Re- 
publican state committee of Massachusetts, 
and in 1896 he was chairman of the Repub- 
lican state delegation from Massachusetts to 
the party’s national convention. He took a 
prominent part in the deliberations of that 
convention and agsisted in obtaining the 
party's declaration im favor of the gold stand - 
ard on the currency question. 


Gave Aid During Spanish War. 

When the Spanish-American war was de 
clared in 1898 Mr. Draper as president of the 
Massachusptts Volunteers Aid association 
directed in large part the raising of $200,000 
which was used to fit out the hospital ship 
Bay State. 

For several years Mr. Draper had been 
prominently connected with the Draper com- 
pany, manufacturers of textile machinery. 

His home throughout his life was at Hope- 


nical training was obtained at the Massa- 
chusette Institute of Technology.

An excess of either carbohydrates or 
proteins at this time, especially if followed by 
no exercise to throw more oxygen into the 
body, to burn up the fuel, results in heaviness 
and perhaps actual discomfort.

Several slices of bread, some cake, and even 
uncooked or cooked fruit all yield carbohy- 
drates. The main food in fruits is sugar, and 
more sugar is often added to make them palat- 
able. The same thing is true of most of the 
vegetables, although the carbohydrate is in the 
shape of starch, potatoes yielding a great deal. 

But fruits and vegetables are both good at 
this time because they furnish no large amount 
of food, but a good deal of bulk, which has a 
certain tonic value, because of its mechanical 
action along the alimentary tract. 

A great number of persons today have their 
oranges squeezed for them, fat men in partic- 
ular, who supply themselves with an enormous 
supply of energy-making foods, the muscles be- 
coming clogged with stored fat, particularly 
those which by contraction and expansion keep 
food moving. , 

The pulp of the orange, as well as the juice, 


‘has a tonic action, and a considerable portion 


of it should be eaten, except in disease. An 
ounce of orange will yield only one-fourth of 
the nutrition that an ounce of .bread or egg, 
and only about one-fifteenth of what the con- 
centrated nut of the same weight will yield. 
Its bulk is its compensation. Vegetables have 
the same compensation, otherwise they would 
not be so highly valuable as food. 
— — 


We eat the orange for its flavor and tonic 
value. If we deprive it of much of its tonic 
effect, by rejecting the pulp wholly, we have 
made it much less valuable to our dietary. As 
has been said by an expert on foods, it has no 
nutritive value worth talking about. This is 
not quite true, but the banana, which is 80 
much less expensive, usually has twice as 
much, but almost no tonic value. It is said 
that you might eat a hundred oranges a ay: 
and, if they did not kill you, neither would 
they keep you alive. 

The Seville or sour or wild orange was the 
most stimulating tonic, but it has deserted 
our markets because of a certain babyishness 
of people as regardg food. Now we are re- 
jecting what helped to make the mild ju 
the orange a tonic; though not as powerful or 
direct a tonic as that of both the sour orange 
and lemon.

Chicago baseball fans will be asked sixty~- 
one times this season to choose between at- 
tending the new north side park of the Fed- 
eral league and Comiskey park of the Amer~ 
ican league or the west side grounds of the 
National league, for there are just sixty-one 
local games which conflict with organized 
baseball in the season’s Federal chart issued 
yesterday from President Gilmore's office. 

Publication of the schedule discredits the 
rumor which had gained general circulation 
that the new organization would direct its 
fight for a share of local patronage chiefly 
against the National league. Joe Tinker’s 
Chifeds will play thirty-two games while 
Hank O’Day’s trained Cube are perform- 
ing in the west side ring, and twenty-nine 
times while Jimmy Callahan's White Sox 
are on the south side line. 


Four Big Conflicts Here. 

Four times during the 1914 season three 
major league. clubs, if the Federal is con- 
ceded to be a major league, will be exhibiting 
in Chicago. The dates are May 10, May 31, 
July 5, and Sept. 13, all Sunday dates. On 
only eight daye during the entire season will 
the gates of all three parks be closed, and 
the playing off of postponed games may cut 
down that number. The open dates, as re- 
vealed by the three schedules, are July 24, 
Aug. 6, Sept. 9, 11, 14, 15, 23, and 29.

Total Number of Clashes, 273. 
The total number of clashes in the Federal 
league schedule is 2738. While an effort was 


made to avoid playing against American associa- 
tion and International league attractions in these 
cities where the Feds have teams, it was found 
impossible. because of the sectional grouping of 
clubs in the respective organizations. The num- 
ber of conflicts follows: St. Louis, 70; Chicago, 
61; Pittsburgh, 27; Brooklyn, 21; Kansas City, 84; 
Indianapolis, 20; Baltimore, 20; Buffalo, 20.

‘1 told ber 
to get a divorce.’ And so you find little 
nests of divorce in a neighborhood or among 
relatives. When I patch up a case like 
that I try to persuade the couple to move 
into @ new district and quit their divorce 
talking friends. And the plan works.”

HE proctor was asked how he went 
about his investigations. 

“When an attorney files a suit,” he 
said, “he must fill out a card giving the 
number and style of his case, his own name, 
and the address of the plaintiff: I get 
copies of these cards and of thé petitions.

66 E must wake up to the real causes 

of divorce. We have been de- 
ceiving ourselves about it long enough.

My Investigations, covering several thou- 
sand cases, indicate that there are prac- 
tically only two causes: namely, economic 
troubles and immorality. And there are 
only two purposes in obtaining divorce: to 
protect property interests and to marty 
again; for any other purpose, separation will 
do as well. 

“TI believe I am making a fair estimate 
when I say that knmorality lies behind 95 
per cent of all divorces. 

“It is not for me to decide whether those 
‘who favor teaching sex hygiene. in the 
public schools or those who oppose it are 
wrong, but the subject assuredly should

M& WRIGHT is preparing a bill to be 
introduced at the next session of the 
‘legislature.

It is true I have declined a renomination 
for congress, Mr. Vollmer said, but in 
every other material statement this article 
is absolutely false. Since voting for the 
repeal of the act exempting coastwise ships 
from canal tolls I have not heard a single 
word of disapproval of my vote on that meas- 
ure, directly or indirectly, from any citizen 
or body of citizens of the Second congres- 
sional district of Iowa. 

“During the campaign a pledge was ex- 
acted from me that in all matters coming 
before congress during my membership 
theréin I would support the president's poli- 
cies, 

“But, altogether irrespective of that 
pledge, I should have voted for the repeal 
on its merits as I see them and in so doing 
would have reflected the overwhelming sen- 
timent of the people of my district. 


Says Question Has Merit. 

Newspapers in my district, Republican 
and Democratic alike, as far as I know, are 
in favor of that repeal. The metropolitan 
papers circulated in that district, like Tuz 
Cuicago Tatum, have all taken a strong 
stand for the repeal. 

I have been assured that if I will recon-

Dispute Over Colombian Treaty 
Will Not Prevent Repeal 
of Exemption Clause.

DENIES SUBMISSION TO BRITISH 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 9—(Special.]— 
Injection of the new Colombian treaty into 
to Panama canal tolls controversy will not 
prevent the passage of the bill to repeal the 
exemption clause by the senate, in the opin- 
ion of President Wilson. 

The president today expressed to visitors 
confidence in the situation. At the same 
time he took occasion to deny that, in the 
Colombian negotiations, any apology had 
been offered to the Bogota government for 
the conduct of the United States during the 
time preceding and following Panama's dec 
laration of independence. He said that no 
admission had been made of any injustice 
done by this country to Colombia. 

A semi-official statement issued by the 
state department is interpreted by senators, 
however, as an indication that the treaty 
contains a confession of misconduct on the 
part of this gover ume This statement 
shows $25,000,000 is to be p to Colombia, 
ostensibly as a salve to her wounded feel- 
ngs. 8 

Payment for Colombia’s Losses. 

It is stated that this payment will be made 
for losses sustained by Colombia. Whether 
these logses relate to the separation of Pan- 
ama from Colombia, or the failure of Colom- 
bia to receive any compensation for the as- 
sumption by the United States of the rights 
of the French Panama Canal company and 
the Panama railroad company, is not known. 
However this may be, the fact that the United 
States has agreed to indemnify Colombia 
for losses sustained will be interpreted by 
the whole world as an act of reparation for an 
offense committed. 

Such a treaty will not be ratified by the 
senate. Members of that body who discussed 
the matter today expressed indignation that 


the United States should have agreed, first, | 


to the payment of such a large sum, and, sec- 
ond, to the implication that an indemnity 
was due to Colombia. 


Grants Colombia Free Passage. 

These senators, most of whom will vote for 
the passage of the repeal bill, pointed out 
further that the treaty places an argument 
at the disposal of Senator O’Gorman and 
others who are insisting on the retention of 
the canal law as it stands. This argument, 
they say, will be based upon one of the ar- 
ticles of the treaty which grants to Colombia 
the right to ship coal, salt, and petroleum 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific ports, either 
through the canal or across the Panama 
railway, without any charge other than the 
cost of freight. no duty being imposed on 
them. 

It will be declared that this provision is in 
conflict with that section of the Hay-Paunce- 
tote treaty, about which the tolle controversy 
has raged, providing that “the canal shall 
be free and open to the vessels of commerce 
and of war of all nations, which shall agree to 
observe these rules, on terms of entire equal- 
ty.“ 

No complaint has been raised by other 
countries that Panama, because of its nom- 
mal sovereignty over the canal zone, should 
be granted exemptions, but it is contended 
Colombia is within the terms of the “all 
nations” section of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 

Opposed by Root and Lodge. 

There is reason to believe that neither Ben- 
ator Lodge nor Senator Root will consent 
to the ratification of a treaty of the kind 
outlined in the statement issued by the state 
department today. There is no objection 
to the articles of that convention fixing the 
boundaries of Panama and Colombia, and 
offering the use of the good offices of the 
United States to establish friendly relations 
between the two republics. 

„ do not believe that there is any such 
treaty in existence,’ Senator Lewis said to- 
day, referring to the Colombian arrange- 
ment. “I cannot conceive of the govern- 
ment of the United States admitting that 
this country was responsible for any wrong 
which Colombia fancies it suffered from the 
loss of Panama. So far as I am informed, 
the United States was blameless and it is 
unbelievable that the government proposes 
to pay $25,000,000 on the assumption that 
the United States was gullty of an unfriendly 
act.”

Whether we shall insist upon giving to 
our ships two or three millions of dollars in 
a disputed way is, in my conception, a mall 
question compared to the larger issues which 
are here involved,” the senator added. When 
the year 1909 opened, the United States oo- 
cupied a higher and stronger position among 
the nations of the earth than at any period 
in our history. Now this great position and 
this commanding influence have been largely 
lost. ' 
“It would be an obvious impropriety to 
point out the specific condition of our present 
relatione with the various nations; it is 
enough to note the fact that we are regarded 
by other nations with distrust and in some 
cases with dislike. Rightly or wrongly, they 
have come to believe that we are not to be 
trusted; that we make our international re- 
lations the sport of politics and treat them as 
if they were questions of domestic legislation. 

“ The outcry about exhibiting subserviency 
to Great Britain or any other country be- 
cause we see fit to repeal the exemption 
clause seems to me hardly worthy of serious 
consideration. The United States is too 
great and too powerful to be subservient 
to any one, and the mere fact of suggesting 
it seems to me to indicate an uneasy sus- 
picion on the part of those from whom it 
emanates not only of the validity of their 
position but of the power and greatness of 
their own country, as to which I for one, am 
troubled by no doubta.”’

Rumors of Cuts in Prices and 


Wages Cause Selling; Mar- 
ket Uneven. 


New York, April 9.—The principal move- 
ments in the stock market today were among 
the industrials and weaker railroad shares, 
a number of which declined sharply, The 
market as a whole was uneven, with a heavy 
umiertone. Sentiment wes bearish, and the 
inclination of professional trad ers to take the 


short side ultimately brought the list to a 
lower bevel despite occasional rallies. 

Pressure converged on Steel, in which a 
large proportion of the day's business was 
traneacted. This stock was thrown over in 
lots of 1,000 to 2,500 shares. Tradere re- 
garded Steel as a particularly good short sale 
today on account of the general belief that the 
march tonnage figures tomorrow will reveal 
a shrinkage of 300,000 tons or more in un@lled 
orders. 


Lower Prices and Wages Rumored. 

Reports of further price cuts and possible 
wage reductions intensified bearish senti- 
ment. Shares of independent companies, as 
well as United States Steel, were lower. 

Foreign selling started the market down- 
ward. Kurope sold Canadian «acific, Steel 
and Kansas and Texas. Canadian Pacific 
sagged to 108%, the lowest in several years, 
Kansas and Texas was unloaded by Dutch 
holders, who feared a reduction of the divi- 
dend on the preferred. For eight monthe 
earnings on this stock have been at the rate 
of only 2.15 per cent.
